lraq ready to fight a “dangerous war” 


In a new outburst of belligerence, Iraq said Sunday it was ready to fight a 
“dangerous war” rather than ever give up Kuwait. One European official 
warned that divisions over the hostage issue are endangering the anti-Iraq 
alliance. 

“Iraq is not going to negotiate on Kuwait,” Iraq’s information minister, 
Latif Jassim, told a news conference in Baghdad. He insisted Iraq’s annexa- 

“tion of Kuwait, which it overran three months ago, would stand. 

“We are going to defend our 19th province on any condition, even if we have 
to fight a dangerous war,” he said, referring to Kuwait. 

Iraq also said it was recalling an unspecified number of retired army officers 
to active duty. 

Secretary of State James A. Baker III visited U.S. troops in the Saudi 

_ desert earlier Sunday and said it was hard to say whether they would be called 
-into combat. 

The presidents of Egypt and France expressed hopes that economic pres- 
sure rather than military might could force Iraq out of Kuwait. 

Meanwhile, four American ex-hostages were on their way home a day after 
being freed, and fifteen Europeans arrived in Jordan after being released by 

‘the Iraqis. 

They were among thousands of foreigners trapped in Iraq and Kuwait when 

Saddam Hussein’s troops took over the emirate Aug. 2. 


Moldavia’s pres. appeals for efid-tdé Violence 


KISHINEYV, U.S.S.R. — Moldavia’s president appealed Sunday for an end 
demonstrations and urged his Parliament to reconsider laws that 
tirred ethnic unrest and violence in the republic. 
The speech by President Mircha Snegur marked the first time the ethnic 
Moldavian leadership accepted blame for separatist movements in the Turk- 
n-Christian Gagauz region of southern Moldavia and in the predominantly 
issian and Ukrainian Dniester area in the east, lawmakers said. 

It came one day after a meeting in Moscow with President Mikhail S. 
~Gorbachev in which Snegur and representatives of the separatist groups 
agreed to a moratorium on acts that led to the ethnic crisis in the small 
republic. 

Details of the moratorium have not been worked out. 

Lawmakers said that it probably would mean the Gagauz and Dniester 
‘regions would suspend their recent declarations of sovereignty and planned 
elections. 


Palestinians injured in Israeli clashes 


JERUSALEM — Troops wounded dozens of Palestinians Sunday and 
‘ordered curfews across the Gaza Strip. Government leaders dismissed as 
“one-sided” a U.N. call for international protection of Arabs under Israeli 
occupation. 

Israel radio said 86 Palestinians were injured in widespread clashes follow- 
ing the death of a jailed Palestinian, while Arab reports said 70 were hurt. The 
army put the number at 27 and said it was checking the other figures. 

A Foreign Ministry statement rebuked U.N. Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar for his report Thursday in which he suggested broadening the 
mandate of U.N. institutions in Israel to safeguard the 1.7 million Palestinians 
under occupation. 

The report was produced as a recommendation to the U.N. Security Council 
in response to the Oct. 8 killing of 20 Palestinians on Jerusalem’s Temple 
Mount by Israeli authorities. 

“The world coummunity’s continued preoccupation with subject can only 
serve those forces who are interested in creating a link between the Arab-Is- 
raeli conflict and the gulf crisis,” the statement said. 


U.S. may train former enemy officers 


WASHINGTON — The Pentagon may soon be training military officers 
from the very countries it once viewed as archenemies. 

The administration is considering requests from members of the Soviet-led 
Warsaw Pact — Poland, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria and Romania — 
to participate in a program known as International Military Education and 
Training (IMET), officials say. 

While the program probably would cost just several hundred thousand 
dollars, the symbolic value of such a project would be much higher.“Who 
would have believed we would train officers from the very countries which we 
viewed as our enemies just last year?” said one Defense Department official. 

The possible training project is just one of many options under consideration 
by the Bush administration to help countries which this year discarded more 
than four-dec¢ades‘of communist rule: “Money will be very tight and we’re 
considering.a range of things for Hastern.Europe,”” said a Bushadrninistration’! 
Official, who, like the other official, asked not to be named. 


Utah food tax initiative expected to fail 


SALT LAKE CITY — A ballot initiative to eliminate state and local sales 
tax on food purchased in grocery stores will fail in Tuesday’s election, polls 
show. f 

A Utah Poll published in Sunday’s Salt Lake Tribune says support for the 
measure has dropped significantly since September. About 36 percent favor 
the measure while 55 percent are opposed and 9 percent are undecided. 

Because undecided voters typically choose the status quo, their votes should 
not change the outcome of the election, pollsters Laura Neidhart and John 
Furgurson of the research firm Bardsley & Neidhart said. 

The Utah Poll surveyed 903 registered voters from Monday through Thurs- 
day. Maximum standard error margin is 3.8 percent, plus or minus. 

Also Sunday, the Deseret News reported that the ballot initiative proposed 
by Merrill Cook and the Independent Party had only 37 percent of the voters in 
favor, 58 percent opposed and 6 percent undecided. Pollster Dan Jones & 
Associates sampled 1,208 registered voters statewide from Monday through 
Thursday. The poll has a maximum error margin of 2.8 percent. plus or minus.

for second-degree burns. 

Applying salt directly to a canker 
sore is also said to cure it. 

If congestion is the problem, 
grandma said a mustard wrap should 
work. Mix hot mustard and other as- 
sorted herbs together. Apply paste 
on chest, and wrap a warm towel 
around it. In a few hours you'll be 
decongested and also have a simu- 
lated California tan on your chest. 

A rag dipped in rubbing alcohol and 
placed around the chest overnight is 
also said to have the same effect as a 
mustard plaster. 

To cure the common cold, eat garlic 
and drink rice water.

People interested in studying The 
Book of Mormon can now turn to a 
newly established guide, said Carri 
Jenkins, a spokesperson for BYU 
public communications. 

The Review of Books on The Book 
of Mormon is issued annually and at- 
tempts to cover all book-length items 
concerning The Book of Mormon that 
were published during the previous 
year, Jenkins said. 

“Our goal is to provide a compre- 
hensive review not only of materials 
that discuss the ancient work, in 
Mesoamerica and the Near East, but 
also writing of a devotional kind,” said 
Daniel Peterson, an assistant profes- 
sor of Islamic Studies and Arabic at 
BYU and editor of the Review. 

“In addition, we will review items 
from the anti-Mormon camp,” Peter- 
son said, “so long as the authors 
present arguments that can be taken 
seriously.” 

The Review of Books on The Book 
of Mormon is published by the Foun- 
dation for Ancient Research and Mor- 
mon Studies (F.A.R.M.S.), Jenkins 
said. F.A.R.M.S. was established in 
1980 as a nonprofit corporation inde- 
pendent of BYU by John W. “Jack”

Welch, a BYU law professor, and 
some of BY U’s most respected schol- 
ars, Jenkins said. 

Stephen D. Ricks, president of 
F.A.R.M.S. and a professor of He- 
brew, said the Review is an integral 
part of the organization’s mission, 
which is essentially to get the word 
out about new Book of Mormon re- 
search.

The audience answered, “Bilin- 
gual.” 

He then asked, “What do you calla 
person who can speak only one lan- 
guage?” 

“Monolingual?” guessed the audi- 
ence. 

“No,” he said, “American.” 

Li said the statement refers to the 
Newsweek magazine article “En- 
glish, English Everywhere” pub- 
lished Nov. 15, 1982.

undergraduate work, he said. He also 
said it is best to live in the country 
while trying to learn the foreign lan- 
guage. 

Learning a foreign language on 
“native turf’ provides cross-cultural 
education that is not available in the 
classroom, Li said. 

Immerse yourself in another: cul- 
ture, he said. Observing, experienc- 
ing and watching people adds to class- 
room learning. “Listen to taxi 
drivers, walk on the streets and read 
the billboards,” Li said. 

This is the kind of learning not 
available at home, he said. 

He said one cultural difference the 
American and Chinese cultures have 
is the way people accept compli- 
ments. He gave an example of a Chi- 
nese diplomat visiting with an Ameri- 
can ambassador at a party. 

“By courtesy, ambassadors are 
used to pouring beautiful words on 
guests, saying good things about a 
guest and saying good things about a 
guest’s wife,” Li said. 

However when the American am- 
bassador complimented the Chinese 
diplomat, he replied, “Nali, Nali,” 
which Li said translated means 
“Where? Where?”

Devoting one night of drama a week to buildihg up the 
kingdom of Zion is a routine practice of the Hale Center 
Theater in Orem. 

A fireside production held Sundays‘at 7:00 p.m. doesn’t 
conflict with fast Sunday or general conference broad- 
casts. Best of all, admission is free. 

“Are the Meadowlarks Still Singing?” is a play written 
by Ruth Hale based on three true stories about the change 
of heart which occurs as one accepts the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, said Cody Swenson, grandson of Ruth Hale. 

In the play, a Methodist minister is confused about the 
resurrection of Jesus and prays for understanding. His 
answer comes when his daughter brings home an LDS 
returned missionary named Helaman Harrington, who is 
instrumental in sharing the gospel with the whole family, 
Swenson said. 

Problems begin when the minister’s wife doesn’t readily 
accept the revealed truths and is later visited by her 
daughter who is in the spirit world, he said. 

“Some people didn’t think drama on Sunday was appro- 
priate,” Swenson said. “But when President Ezra Taft 
Benson saw it and supported it 100 percent, then the 
debate was over.” 

In the 1930s Elder Joseph F. Merrill, then a member of 
the Council of the Twelve, counseled Nathan and Ruth 
Hale to devote one night of drama a week to the spreading 
of the gospel, Mrs. Hale said. 

Mr. Hale said Elder Merrill told him it was a wonderful 
thing to make a living at a thing you like to do, but 
remember to always put the Lord first.

g three meals daily while pay- 


ing attention to the four food groups is 
important. Good nourishment should 
come from one’s diet and not vitamin 
supplements, he said. 

Students should also get enough 
sleep, which, as a general rule, is 
about seven to eight hours a night, 
Rhodes said. “In general, they proba- 
bly don’t get as much sleep as they 
ought to have.” 

To help prevent catching colds in 
the winter, minimize time spent in 
crowded areas where it is easier for 
colds and flu to be transmitted,

Another winter malady is _hy- 
pothermia, said Paul Coon, assistant 
professor of Health Sciences. 

Hypothermia is the condition of the 
body where body heat is being lost 
faster than it can be replaced. It is 
caused by exposure to the cold, usu- 
ally in connection with wetness and 
exhaustion, according to a Utah Divi- 
sion of Wildlife Resources Wildlife 
Report. 

To help prevent exposure during 
outdoor recreation, stay dry, dress 
properly and bring an extra set of 
clothes. 

Covering the head is important. 
“People neglect their head. As much 


as 20 to 40 percent of the body. heat 
can be dissipated through the head. 
Simply wearing something covering 
the head, for example, is of 
paramount importance,” Coon said. 

Another prevention against con- 
tracting hypothermia is to drink 
something warm or to eat something, 
Coon said. Doing this can generate 
internal body heat to prevent -hy- 
pothermia, he said. 

A good field treatment is placing a 
hypothermia victim in a sleeping bag 
with someone else or preferably be- 
tween two people, according to the 
Division of Wildlife Report. If uncon- 
scious, the victim can be placed in a 
warm bath.

The best precaution to take is to 
drive according to the conditions, 
even if it means going two miles per 
hour, Pierpont said. 

Paul Coon, a BYU driver-educa- 
tion specialist, said, “When people 
drive in winter they don’t respect the 
fact that it takes a longer time and 
space for their vehicle to react.” 

In normal driving conditions driv- 
ers are told to “aim high” in steering, 
looking 12 seconds ahead, Coon said. 
In winter it’s important to aim low as 
well as high and to double the 12-sec- 
ond rule.

Snow tires, 
which may be used from October 15 to 
April 18, pose an interesting problem. 

Studded snow tires make ruts in 
the roads, which fill with water and 
freeze, Coon said, making an icy road 
look deceptively dry. 

To avoid skidding it’s important to 
use controlled, repeated braking 
when decelerating, rather than lock- 
ing the brakes. 

If you do skid, steer in the same 
direction as the skid to avoid spinning 
out.
